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Facts for Builders 



THE dream of owning a home is not beyond 
the realization of the average man and 
woman. In fact, it is a comparatively simple 
matter for the person with even a very small 
amount of money. 

For home builders and prospective home- 
builders, this is the time to begin planning a 
home. 

As you all know, it is necessary to have 
plans, and to know just how you want your 
home built. By the time those plans have been 
drawn, adjusted and completed, spring construc- 
tion time will be here and you will be ready 
to proceed in advance of the usual spring build- 
ing rush.
